Urges Prismatic Glass Platforms, 


In connection with the lengthening of the 
loop platforms, Mr. Weston makes a sug- 
gestion which he thinks will do away with 
much of the local opposition to the proposal. 
It is that the floors of the platforms be made 
of prismatic glass and the girders below 
open lattice work so that the light rays 
from above be not only allowed to pass 
through, but deflected directly into the 
stores beneath, thus giving them more light 
than they would have had were the plat- 
forms, not there. 
| Me, Weston takes care to point out tua 
while this increased capacity will relieve 
existing conditions and meet present needs, it 
is but.a temporary arrangement, and the 
constantly increasing traffic will soon reach 
and pass it. He quotes Bion J. Arnold's 
table of curves showing probable growth 
in the population with its scoompanying 
growth of street car traffic whereby under 
the lowest computation the present figures 
of 57,700 passengers an hour now actually 
crowded into loop cars can be expected to 
grow to 128,007 an hour by 1927. 


Sees Only Temporary Relief. 


“It is evident that the present elevated 
loop must be supplemented in the near future 
by additional facilities by which to take care 
of the rapidly increasing traffic,” adde Mr. 
Weston. “It-is also evident that a com- 
plete and comprehensive plan must be de- 
vised to ultimately provide in a full and satis- 
factory manner for the traffic through the 
congested business district, and which shall 
tend to stretch out and enlarge this district 
but it will take time to evolve and construct 
such a system and plans that can be put into 
immediate execution must be determined to 
furnish the immediate relief so much desired, 
and it is to the latter problem that the efforts 
of this report will be confined.” 


Through Routes in Part. 

Mr, Weston would through route only the 
Northwestern and South Side cars. The 
Metropolitan and Oak Park he would allow 
to run around the loop as they do now. He 
would have the trains starting at Jackson 
Park run straight through to Wilson avenue 
| and those starting at Wilson avenue go di- 
rectly to Jackson park. So the Englewood 
branch of the South Side road and the 
Ravenswood one of the Northwestern would 
make another through route, and Belmont 
avenue on the north and Fifty-eighth street 
on the south might make the terminals of 
another. 

His reason for joining the linea in this man-

Proposes Alternating System. 

On the loop Mr. Weston wants what he 
calls the “alternating system.” He would 
have one north bound train go on the loop 
and take the inner track north in Wabash 
Avenue to Lake and west in Lake to Fifth 
avenue, thence north on the. Northwestern. 
The next north bound train would go west 
in Van Buren on the outer track and north 
in Fitth avenue. So one south bound train 
would come down Fifth avenue and east in 
Van Buren to Wabash avenue on the inner 
track and the next one east in Lake street 
and, south in Wabash avenue on the outer 
track. In this manner the passénger who 
wanted to land at any particular station on 
the loop could make it by at least waiting 
over one train, while, if all north bound 
trains ran on one half of the loop and all 
south bound ones on another, uniess his 
station was on the right side, he would have 
to walk or delay for a transfer.

Eleetrical Workers Engage in Battle 
After Graft Charge. 


One man thought to be fatally stabbed 
and a score of others bruised and battered ”’ 
summarizes the result of a free for all ight 
last night at a meeting of the Electrical 
Workers’ union, of which M. B. (“ Skinny ”) 
Madden ie the leading spirit. It was just 
a new blood red chapter in the history of 
the Madden warfare. 

The man who was stebdbed is “ Skinny’s " 
dearest enemy, William D. Kerwin, 1186 
Jackeon boulevard. Two years ago, in a 
aimilar meeting Madden and Kerwin — a 
ferqgcious personal encounter. 

Kerwin last night in the meeting, held in 
the open board of trade, took exceptions to the 
way the Madden faction directs the affairs 
of the anion. He also made a apeecch intimat- 
ing that “Skinny” is a grafter, and it was 


this that precipitated the mot that ended so 


disastrously to him. 

Bomebody plunged a knife into Kerwin’'s 
abdomer and the surgeons at the county hos- 
pital say his chances for recovery are slight. 

The injured man refused to tell the police 
who stabbed him, but Lieut. Reed of the cen- 
tral detail was told early this morning that 
Kerwin's assailant was Charles Bloomfield, 
200 Honoré street, the business agent of 
the union. 


Thirty Men in Free 105 All. 
More than thirty men, the police say, took 
part in the fight that followed Kerwin’s 
protest against the “indecency and in- 
justice” of the union’s officers, and scarcely 
one of them escaped injury. Chairs were 
used by those who were able to get hold 
of them, and the police say there was not a 
piece of furniture left unbroken in the room. 
The meeting place of the electrical work- 
ers’ union ie on the second floor of old 
open board, which is at 275 La Salle 
Although Skinny Madden is not an of- 
ficeholder in the union, he is credited with 
being the person who dictates who shall 
hold the offices. —

Plans Universal Transfers. 

Untversal transfers, Mr. Weston gays, 
could be issued without any trouble.

He argues lengthening the station platforme 
so that two six car. trains could load and un- 
load at the same time would increase their 
capacity 30 per cent.

He 
figures that the existing eighteen minute 
schedule for ‘circling the loop would be ‘cut 
down to fifteéh if these waite were taken 
out.

Inas- 
much as I am firmly ot the belief that the 
platforms should be lengthened, if permanent 
or temporary relief to the loop is to be se- 
‘ured, the subject of light in connection with 
the station platforms has been given care- 
ful study with the result that by the use of 
prismatic glass the station piatforms can be 
maqe a source of increased light through 
first story windows, and instead of the plat- 
forms being an obstruction to the light. they 
would be of assistance in lNghting the stores 
or street beneath. 

A different construction would be re- 
quired to carry the extended platform from 
that now in place upon the elevated structure. 
The rays of light reflected from the prismatic 
glass must haye an unobstructed path to the 
This can be accemplished either by 
the use of lattice girders on the building side 
of the platform, or the use of bracket con- 
struction and a method of supporting, the 
platform that will give an unobstructed path 
for the rays of light from the station platform 
to the store windows.” 


‘Sums Up the Gains, | 

In summing up the gains his plans would 
effect, Mr. Weston says that if the North- 
western and South Side roads had the track 
capacity outside of the loop to double the 
number of their .trains he could get an 80 
per cent increase then and there. He figures 
this on the proposition that, under ope ine 
routing, it will de in theory possible run 
two trains on the loop where one runs how.

Chicagoans Tell Gecretary of Agricul- 
ture Diseased Live Stock Passes 
Traders’ Hands Unawares. 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—[Special.)— 
A oorheittee from the Chicago Tradera’ Live 
Stock association, consisting of C. H. Martin, 
J. A. Havey, and W. H. Mooney, came to 
Washington to request the secretary of agri- 
culture to extend government inspection of 
meat on the hoof to stock handled by the 
traders of Chicago as well as the pack- 
ers. 
The committee today told the secretary 
that the traders and small dealers in Chi- 
cago are not receiving the inspection facili- 
ties accorded to the large packing estab- 
Mshments, whose products enter into inter- 
state commerce. 

Inferior and diseased cattle and sheep, it 
was asserted, are often received by traders 
and passed on to small packing establish- 
ments, butchers, and retail dealers Without 
discovery ot their condition. 

Dr. Melvin, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry, who was at the conference, said 
the extension would entail little additional 
expense.

HELPING THE NAVY. 

The senate will not substitute four bat- 
tleships for two, but it will so 
navy appropriation bill as to u 
much more effective measure. 
authorised the construction of battle- 
ships, but did net make an appropriation 
towards their construction. It was as- 
sumed that plans would have to be pre- 
pared and that work could not be begun 
this year. But the navy, department says 
it can be, and the senate will insert the 
necessary appropriation in the bill. If it 
shall take the customary time to build 
the two ships they will be completed in 
three or four years from now. The navy 
depamment estimates that the Delaware, 
authorized in 1906, and the North Da- 
kota, authorized in 1907, will be com- 
pleted during the summer of 1910. The 
contract time for the completion of the 
newer battleships has ranged from thirty- 
four to forty-one months, but the builders 
often use up more than their contract 
time. In England, Germany, and Japan 
battleships and armored cruisers are built 
in two to three years. American ship 
builders should be equally expeditious. If 
they were, the Michigan and the South 
Carolina, which probably will not be com- 
pleted before the spring of 1910, would 
be ready for service by the end of this 
year. The navy department should find 
out why contractors are so slow. Pos- 
sibly they take their time on government 
work when there is a demand for. the 
early completion of private work. When 
money hag been voted for a battleship it 
should be built in the shomest possible 
time. ' 

The house made provision for an in- 
crease of 6,000 men to man ships that 
are in commission and that are about to 
be commissioned. As over 2,000 men 
have been recruited monthly during the 
fast three or four montha, it should not be 
düimcult to get the 6,000 new men.

FIRE DEPARTMENT PERSONNEL. . 

The sweeping change, amounting vir- 
tually to a reorganization in the fire de- 
partment, put into effect by the order of 
April 21, seems to be an important move 
in the direction, of higher efficiency. The 
general result tndoubtedly will make for 
better fire fighting, since it puts into places 
of responsible command men whose ex- 
perience is not as yet discounted by fleg- 
ging physical powers. 

The principle which evidently underlies 
this reorganization is exactly that ap- 
proved and now in process of application 
in the navy. Both are fighting services 
and the same principle may well apply in 
both—namely: that officers commanding 
Shall reach command while they are at 
the zenith of their bodily and professional 
experience. The older firemen—or, rather, 
those past their prime—should be retired 
as the older naval chiefs should be, their 
places being taken not by young and in- 
experiencéd men but by men mature of 
body and character, veterans but not 
superannua tes. 

It is probable that the Chicago fire de- 
partment never has been at a higher level 
of efficiency than it is today. The reor- 
ganization has put into effect a policy 
which should be made permanent, for it 
makes for the highest efficiency.* 


THE GREAT COMPROMISER. 


The Great Commoner has become the 
Great Compromiser. Less than two years 
ago Mr. Bryan, then in Europe, could 
see only the obnoxious results of Sullivan 
rule in the IIlinois democracy.

The latter, in view of 
the fact that he was a self-acknowledged 
spendthrift, that he had little or no money 
with hfm, an thet he would, if allowed to 
land, be dependent on an allowance, which- 
his father might or might not send him, 
caused him to be deported. 

That the immigration authorities at Ellis 
island were wise in barring him out of the 
country is shown by the fact that the man 
now turns out to heve been a fraud. Dr. 
Oskar Beck, one of the leading juriste of 
Austria, and who is standing counsel for 
the noble Bohemian family of Schirnding, 
writes to state in the most phatio man- 
ner that the real Count Rudolph Schirnding, 
now W years of age, has not been out of 
Austria for many months, and was living 
at his ch&téau of Klein-Zbesic in Bohemia, 
at the time when his double was arriving 
here in New York. 

Moreover, the story that he was to receive 
@ monthly allowance from his father of 
$150 as long as he remained in this country 
waa preposterous, since his father died eight 
years ago that is to say, in 1900.

Wherever there is a corner out of the 
way of twenty square feet there should be 
planted three or four rhubarb roots. One 
of the best kinds is the Victoria. It should 
be planted right away in rich soil. 

Half a dosen currant bushes, three feet 
apart, along a fence or walk, are desirable 
as well ae profitable. 

“ Gooseberries should be grown where 
there is room in a partially shaded place. 
Eight to twelve bushes will give as many 
quarte in the second or thru year and more 
afterwards. The Downing and the Indus- 
try are good kinds.“

Question of Shade Trees. 


What to.do about shade trees has been a 
perplexing question for more than one city 
dweller. Trees take up so much room on a 


narrow city lot they reduce the space for 


flowers, shrubbery, and even lawns, so that 
many hesitate to plant them. 

Where lawn space is available it is ad- 
visable to set out only such trees as are noted 
tor their small size, pretty foliage, and at- 
tractiveness during the flowering period. 

Shade trees should only be planted in the 
city in the lawn apace bordering on the street 
and should be uniform in size. This can best 
be accomplished by the residents of a street 


having some kind of an agreement to piant 
3 


only one variety of tree. 
The ground should receive careful atten- 


tion before the tree ls set out. Inasmuch as 
the tree has to combat smoky, dust laden, 
poisoned air in the city, it will be readily per- 
ceived that the most favorable soil is essen- 
tial. 

The more earth you can give the tree the 
better. A Hole eight feet square and three 
feet deep, filled with good loamy soil, will 
give the best results for each tree. Where the 
soil is clay or sand the same sized hole 
should be dug and one-half the soi] taken out 
and mixed with an equal amount of good soil 
before its return. 

Do not select large trees for planting along 
street borders. They should be young to 
adapt themselves to existing conditions. In 
planting elms the trunk should not be over 
three or four inches in diameter; catalpa, 

maple, and other varieties two or three 
inches. One tree to a 25 foot lot is sufficient; 
elms require even, more room, as in mature 
age fifty feet is none too much.. Remember 
that hundreds of trees are killed every year 
by being planted too close together. 

For narrow residence streets there is noth- 
ing better adapted than the Norway and hard 
maple. Catalpa, if timely trimmed back will 
answer the purpose, but it is better for the 
spacious back yard. 

For the center of the city the honey locust 
and Chinese atlantus are recommended. The 
atlantus, however, has some bad qualities. 
It sends up suckers all around it and its 
blossoms have an odor that is far from pleas- 
ant. 

Poplars are quite pretty when young and if 
cut down and replaced every fifteen or twenty 
years are well suited to city life.
